Portingal Indians, bya wozthy Spanich Gencleman, called 
Peter de Oſima, who killed ſome of thoſe Beasts purpoſelp, fo2 
the laid Befaar ſtones, which he thought to nde in them: but ale 
though he looked and learched thereloꝛe in the bellp, and in other 
plases of one of the greateſt and eldeſt of them: pet he could finde 
none of them, neither would the Indians tell him in what place 
of the Beat they were, ſaping they knee no Hones, being loth 
he chould knowe that ſecret. But at the lal an Indian Bop, 
of twelue peeres of age, told him where to finde them. Wherefore 
the other Indians would haue killed the Boy, becaule the In⸗ 
dians dos much eame thols Stones, lo; they doe offer them 
vnto their gods, oꝛ before their Idols, as one of the moſt pꝛeciaus 
chinas they haue. So that by the fain bopes teucaling, the laps 
Gentleman kound the Stones in a certaine little purſe that the 
ma of the beat bath, wherein the hearbs doe lye when he chew⸗ 
eth the cud. The laid Gentleman giues a maruelous commen⸗ 
dation of them in a Letter, which he wꝛote to Dockoꝛ Monar- 
dus an excellent learned Pbhyficion of Siuill in Spapne: ſaping, 
that they are maruelous good Again all venom, and againſt all 
forts of poyſon, as well in meates as otherwile, and to euils ot 
che heart, and to erpelt and kill wozmes, and that they haue hea⸗ 
ie fuch diſeaſes with this ſtone, that it is wonderkull to be feone,. 
both of Ladies, Gentlemen, aud manp others; namimg manp of 
their names in that Letter: ſaying further, that as a newe thing 
all ſuch take it in powder, as haue diſcales which cannot be hea⸗ 
led by medicine, and many do heale: and ſo with many other things 
he pꝛaiſed God, foꝛ the great beneüts rec eiued by fhe. vertues 
of this Befaar Stone. And the ſaid orto; Monardus hauing 
reccſued of the laid ſtones from the ſaxd Gentleman, doth mar⸗ 
eildulip pꝛaiſe and extoll the ſaid tones in a wozthy worken2 
boke made by him of certain Trees, Oples, Planta, and Stones 
ok wonderkull great and maructlous effects, whoſe very words 
chereok, (as much as chall (ame nerdlull therekoze) A here dae

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beter. Ik J would (faith he) put here the great effects, and the dil⸗ 
eaſes which the Stones of Peru haue healed, that they which doe 
come from thence aoe tell me, and that Gentlemen doe wise me, 
it would make a great Boke.
